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INTRODUCTION 



-^TT^HE story of the First Transvaal Parliaiueut is bound to 
>A^ appeal to all those who take an interest in the affairs 
of this Country, and the first Election in the Transvaal 
marks the beginning of a new epoch in the history of South Africa. 
An attempt has been made by the writer to place before tlie public 
in a concise form a record of the Election, and the steps by which 
the right to vote was obtained. The Statistics which are given 
are as full as possible ; but as the late Election was the first in the 
Colony, it is impossible to follow the usual lines of comparison. 
Full details of each Poll are given, together with Photos and 
Biographies of most of the Members of both Houses of 
Parliament.

SPEAKER. 



Christian Frederick Beyers was born on the farm Banhoek, 
District Stellenbosch, Cape Colony, and received liis education at 
Victoria College, Stellenbosch. Some time after his arrival in 
Pretoria he was articled to Attorney Paul Nel, representative of 
^Ir. Charles Leonard at Pretoria. 

During the time spent at college and in serving articles, he 
took a great interest in football, and w^as a member of Pretoria 
and afterwards the Diggers' teams. During his football career he 
played in all tournaments, and also against the first English team. 

After passing his Attorney's examination, he at once started 
for himself at Boksburg, where he was fortunate to work up a large 
practice, and remained there until the late war broke out. He 
commenced the campaign as a private burgher, and before the war 
ended he was promoted to Assistant Commandant General for the 
iNorthern Districts of the Transvaal. He was elected as Chairman 
at the Peace Congress at Yereeniging. 

After the war, he started business as an attorney at Pretoria. 
He assisted in the organisation of Het Volk, of which he is one of 
the members of the Head Committee. 

He was returned to the House of Assembly as member for 
Waterberg Division, and has been elected as First Speaker of the 
House of Assembly. 
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CHAPTER I. 




THE CONSTITUTION. 

EFOKE coming to the present Constitution, under which 
the first election has been held, it is as well to go back 
into the history of the Transvaal, in order to see how 
the right to vote was obtained ; to do this, it is necessary 
to commence with the earlv davs, when the Boers trekked 
across the Vaal and settled in these parts. We are indebted to 
Sir Percy Fitzpatrick, in his book '' The Transvaal from Within," 
for a concise and clear description of the Great Trek, and his tale 
of the hardships, which the trekkers endured, bears tribute to their 
.splendid efforts. The book also deals fully with tlie various steps 
which led up to the outbreak of war in 1899, and presents the case 
of the Uitlanders in a very able manner. 

The following chronological table gives a brief outline of the 
most important events in the history of the Transvaal: — 
1837. — Great Trek across the Vaal. 
1865. — South African Republic formed. 
1877. — Annexation of die Transvaal by Sir Theophilus Shepstone 

on behalf of the British Government. 
1881. — First Boer War and Pretoria Convention, by which the 

country was handed back to the South African Republic. 
1884. — The London Convention. 
1886. — Discovery of the Witwatersrand Gold Fields. 
1887. — Rush to the Witwatersrand. 
1896. — Jameson Raid. 
1899.— Second Boer War. 
1902. — Peace proclaimed and the Treaty of Vereeniging. 

The promises made at Vereeniging by the British Government 
have been kept — in fact, they have given the country more than 
was promised, by granting Responsible Government instead of 
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Representative Government at this stage. After the conclusion oi 
peace, the Dutch leaders were approached, with a view to their 
assisting in the resettling of the country, which had been devastated 
by the three years' war, but they decided not to avail themselves 
of the opportunity, and declined to serve on the Nominated 
Council, which included the following unofficial members: Sir 
George Farrur, D.S.O., Sir Percy Fitzpatrick, Messrs. E. F. 
Bourke, J. C. Brink, A. P. J. Cronje, J. L. de Yilliers, T. Everard, 
W. Hosken, H. C. Hull, H. K. Loveday, A. S. Raitt, P. Roux, 
H. Solomon, and H. P. F. J. van Rensburg. This Council was 
presided over by Sir Richard Solomon, as senior Minister of the 
Crown, and was only dissolved on the promulgation of the present 
Constitution. Before going into the details of the present Letters 
Patent, it will be as well to say a few words as regards the 
*'Lyttleton Constitution" of 1905, which is so named on account 
of Mr. Lyttloton being the Secretary of State for the Colonies when 
it was passed. This Constitution, which provided for a certain 
percentage of nominated members, was intended to grant Repre- 
sentative Government, in order to prepare the country gradually 
for full government. Before it could be brought into operation 
the T^nionist Government resigned, and the Liberals swept 
the country at the General Election of 190G, and were returned 
to power. They at once suspended the Constitution, and decided 
to grant full Responsible Government in its place. An attempt 
was then made by a certain section of the community to urge the 
Home Government to abandon the principle of one vote, one value, 
which had been adopted in the Old Constitution, and to introduce 
some other basis of representation, such as population. A most 
representative committee was, however, formed to press for equal 
rights, viz., one man, one vote; one vote, one value. The efforts 
of the committee met with success, and equal rights were embodied 
in the New Constitution, which was promulgated in December, 1906, 
the Great Seal being affixed to the Letters Patent on the 6th of that 
month, but the actual terms of the Constitution were not announced 
in London until 12th December. 

The reservations, which had been the subject of much comment, 
in political circles, met with a mixed reception, and there was an 
inclination on the part of a great many to openly express their 
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dissatisfaction and their disappointment at the conditions under 
which Responsible Government had been given. The bulk of the 
people, however, decided to loyally accept the terms as offered, and 
to make the best of a bad job. The following is a brief outline of 
the Letters Patent: — 

(1) The new Parliament consists of two Chambers, the elected 
Chamber or Legislative Assembly, which consists of sixty-nine 
members; and the Legislative Council, which consists of fifteen 
members, nominated by the Governor. 

(2) The first Legislative Council will remain in oflfice for five 
years, unless a law shall, in the meantime, be passed by both 
Houses, providing for the election of members to the Council. 

(3) The sixty-nine members of the Assembly are elected by the 
voters, who consist of '* every white male British subject of the age 
of twenty-one years and upwards,'' who has a qualification of six 
months' residence in the country before the framing of the register. 
Soldiers on full pay are not entitled to vote. Half -pay or retired 
oflficers or persons drawing pensions from the Crown are, however, 
fully qualified. The register of voters is made up every two years, 
to commence on 31st December every other year. 

(4) The delimitation of the electoral divisions will also be 
revised in connection with the register, in order to equalise as far 
as possible the number of electors in each division. 

(o) Any person, who is qualified to vote, is eligible for election 
as a member of the Assembly. 

(6) A Registering or Revising Officer cannot become a member 
for any division in which he may have acted in such capacity, so 
long as the list of voters registered or revised by him is in force. 

(7) The Speaker will be elected from the members at the first 
meeting of the House of Assembly, and the vacancy will be filled up 
by a bye-election. 

(8) The same privileges, immunities, etc., are granted to the 
members of the two Chambers as are granted in the House of 
Commons. 

(9) Debates in the two Houses may be conducted in either 
English or Dutch, and copies of the votes, proceedings and pro- 
posed laws will be printed in both languages. 

(10) Each member of the Legislature will receive £150 for each 
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session, together with £2 per day allowance for each day he attends, 
provided that the sum paid to any such member for any one session 
shall not exceed £300. No sucli payment is made to a member who 
is a Minister, or who is President of the Council, or Speaker of the 
Assembly. 

(11) Twenty-one members form a quorum in the Legislative 
Assembly. 

(12) Special provisions are embodied in the Letters Patent in 
the event of a disagreement between tlie Legislative Council and 
the Assembly. 

(13) The Governor is authorised to give his consent to all laws, 
with the following exceptions, which must be referred to the Home 
Government, unless he has previously obtained instructions on the 
matter : — 

(a) Any law whereby persons not of European birth or descent 

may be subjected or made liable to any disabilities or restric- 
tions to which persons of European birth or descent are not 
also subjected or made liable. 

(b) Any law which may repeal or alter any of the provisions of 

the Letters Patent or Orders in Privy Council relating to 
the Colony. 

(c) Any law dealing with labour of a servile nature, which is 

provided for in the following clause: — 

" And whereas it is Our will and pleasure that all persons 
within Our dominions shall be free from any conditions of 
employment or residence of a servile character, the Governor 
shall reserve any law providing for the introduction under 
contract, indenture, or licence of labourers into the Colony 
from places outside South Africa." 

(14) The King can also disallow any Act within two years of its 
being passed by the Legislature. 

(15) TKe number of Ministers under the Crown shall not exceed 
six in number, and the Governor has power to designate the offices. 

(16) Any member of either House, who is appointed a 
Minister, does not vacate his seat on receiving such appointment. 

(17) A Minister has the privilege of speaking in both Houses, 
but can only vote in that of which he is a member. 

(18) The Inter-Colonial Council is continued for the present. 
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but the present Transvaal members retire, and their places will be 
filled by seven members of the Legislative Assembly and four persons 
appointed by the Governor. 

(19) Now that Responsible Government has been granted to the 
Orange River Colony, the Inter-Colonial Council may l)e dissolved 
upon six months' notice by either Colony. 

(20) The Labour Importation Ordinance is to be repealed, and 
to cease to have effect at the termination of one vear from the date of 
the first meeting of the Legislature, but the power is also given to 
the Legislature to repeal it at an earlier date, if they think fit. 
The actual words used are: ^^ Mav accelerate the determination of 
the said system of labour or regulate the same." 

(21) The native question is reserved, and the Governor will 
continue, as before, to deal with the natives: full power is given 
him to summon meetings of native chiefs and other persons having 
special knowledge in native affairs, and he can take such action 
as he mav consider necessary. Lands set aside for native occupa- 
tion are not to be diverted from such purpose, ''otherwise than 
in accordance with a law passed by the Legislature.'' 

(22) Tlie question of land settlement is also reserved, and a 
Board, consisting of three persons, has already been appointed by 
the Governor (under the terms of the Letters Patent) for the pur- 
pose of dealing with this question. This Board will exist for five 
years only, and it may be ended at an earlier date by agreement 
between the Government and the Board, subject to the approval of 
the Governor and the Secretary of State. 

(23) The appointments to, or removal from, all public office.^ 
under the Government of this Colony, save those of Ministers, are 
vested in tlie Governor in Council. 

(24) The Governor in Council is authorised to appoint the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, and regulations are laid down for 
their tenure of oflSce and remuneration. 

Several schedules, which are explanatory of the terms of the 
Letters Patent, follow, the most important of which is Schedule II., 
which deals with the registration of voters, the preparation of lists 
of voters, and the conduct of elections. The same procedure as is 
laid down in the Municipal Elections Ordinance, 1903, is followed 
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as regards electoral expenses, illegal and corrupt practices, and the 
hearing of election petitions, with the exception of the section which 
deals with expenses, for which tlie following is substituted: — 

*' The limit to the electoral expenses of each candidate allowed 
in respect of any election shall be two hundred pounds for 
one thousand names on the register of voters of the 
electoral division for which he is a candidate, and twenty- 
live pounds for each five hundred such names over and 
above such one tliousand names.'' 
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CHAPTER H. 



THE DELIMITATION OF ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES. 

r ^ N order to define the electoral divisions, a Commission was 
(5)1 appointed by His Majesty's Government to enquire into 
1^^^^ the matter of boundaries and to report fully as to the 
most suitable delimitation. Members of tlie Assembly 
were primarily allotted to each magisterial district as follows : 
Barberton 1, Lydenburg 2, Ermelo 2, Heidelberg 2, Lichtenburg 1, 
Marico 1, Middelburg 2, Potchefstroom 4 (urban 1 and rural 3), 
Rustenburg 2, Standerton 2, Wakkerstroom 2, Pretoria 9 (urban 6 
and rural 3), Waterberg 1, Wolmaranstad 2, Zoutpansberg 2, 
Witwatersrand 34. This allocation was made in Schedule L of 
the Letters Patent, and the members of the Commission were 
obliged to fix the delimitation of the boundaries in accordance with 
the scheme as laid down. Their difficulties will be best understood 
on an examination of the divisions as finally defined. Owing to 
the fact that the Witwa'tersrand had a bigger population per 
division than the country districts, the average number of voters 
in the latter divisions is much less than the number on the Wit- 
watersrand, the actual figures being 1,414 as compared with 1,616. 
The number of voters in a division varies from 1,086 to 1,770. 
Under the terms of the Constitution, these boundaries will be 
re-defined every two years, simultaneously with the composition of 
the new register of voters; by these means the value of a vote will 
be equalised as far as possible automatically. In a country like 
the Transvaal, where towns spring up in a few months, or years, 
owing, perhaps, to a discovery of gold or diamonds, a scheme of 
automatic redistribution is absolutely essential, and when coupled 
with single-member divisions and one vote one value provides the 
ideal franchise. The next redistribution of divisions will probably 
take place in December, 1908.

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CHAPTER V. 



THE ELECTORAL CAMPAIGN. 

'^Trt-HE election campaign practically commenced in November, 
I 1906, when candidates began to announce their intention of 

contesting certain constituencies. Several candidates had 
already been in the field during the greater part of 1906, but 
in most cases it was difficult to define the probable electoral divisions, 
as the Delimitation Commission did not make their final decision known 
until December ; then active electioneering commenced, and continued 
without any slackening until the day of the poll. A large number of 
candidates rushed iiito the field, some of whom never seriously contem- 
plated going to nomination. At one time in January there were over 
120 candidates reported to be in the field for the 34 seats on the 
Witwatersrand, and some 15 for the six Pretoria seats. With nomina- 
tion day, which was held on 9th February, came a thinning out of the 
number, and eventually 30 Progressives, 36 Het Volk, 31 Independents, 
14 Nationalists and 13 Labour candidates were actually nominated. 

As will be seen in Chapter VL, only 2 Independents out of the 
31 candidates who stood as such were returned, viz. : Messrs. K. K. 
Loveday for Barberton and J. W. Quinn for Union (Johannesburg). 
In eleven divisions " split " voting took place ; seven in Johannesburg, 
two on the Eand, one in Pretoria and one (Bethel) in the country. In 
^our divisions the " split " resulted in the return of the Nationalist-Het 
Volk candidates in the face of a strong opposition majority ; in seven 
cases the result of the poll was not, as far as can be judged, affected. 
In three cases, viz. : the contests in the South Central Division 
of Pretoria, Von Brandis and Parktown, the Progressives g?ined 
splendid victories against odds. In the South Central Division the 
fight between Sir Percy Fitzpatrick, Sir Richard Solomon and Mr. Bourke 
was very keen, and the Progressive victory was due almost entirely to

the wonderful pcrHuiiality of Sir Percy Fitzpatriek. The downbU 
Sir Kichanl Solomon, who was ex|>ected to be the first Premier of t 
Trans vjuil, came as a sh(K*k to his supporters. The defcst 
Mr. Howard Pini in l*arktowii and the Nationalist candidate in T 
Hrandis in fare of the IndeiH'iident vote reflects great credit on i 
An))rey Woolls-Sain])Hon and Mr. William Hobken. The loss of the aei 
by the Prog^^ssivi*s in Marsliallstown and Turffonteiii ivas solely doe 
the s])litt]n/< of the voti*, nn in Marsliallstown Mr. Harry GraumanniV 
8too<l as an Independent, lint whose platform was almost identical vi 
that of the Pro/;resHiv(> AssiH-iation, would have easily secured election 
his vote had not ]>eens])lit by Mr. Sugden, who came into the field al 
late hour in the Progn-ssive interest. In Turffontein Mr. C. F. Stilla 
and Mr. .J. Waldie Pierson, who both stoo<l as Independents, lost t 
seat to the anti-llet Volk cause and allowed the Het Volk candidal 
Mr. F. W. layers, to secure it on a minority vote. 

The non-success which met the Independent candidates is likely 
strengUieii the parties, as the results in all the divisions in whi 
Independents stood have jnoved conclusively that the electorate will i 
as a rule give their support to a non-party candidate. 

Another notable fight, wiiich, however, was not split, was t 
J3ezuideiihout contest, in which Mr. Geo. Sheffield stooa in the Progr 
sive interest, and Mr. F. Creswell as the Naticnalist-Het Volk-Labc 
candidate. The result of the poll was anxiously awaited by be 
pai-ties, and the l^ogressive vi(,*tory came as a severe blow to S 
Creswell and his followeis, who recognised that the electors 
Bezuidenhout had declared against the principle of unskilled wh 
labour as propounded by Mr. Creswell. 

The East liand results, where the Progressive candidates 
secured election^ reflect great credit on Sir George Farrar and B 
F. Drummond Chaplin. Sir George himself secured a splendid majori 
in East Eoksburg in the face of the Het Volk-Nationlist-Labc 
combination. 

On the West Kand, Het Volk secured three out of the five sea 
but Mr. Abe Bailey and Mr. W. K. Tucker both secured got 
majorities. The fight between Advocate J. de Yilliers and 111 
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Thos. Douglas was keenly contested, and Mr. De Villiers gained the 
Klay. One seat, the Witwatersberg, was secured hy Het Volk ^vithout 
•a contest. 

In Pretoria Sir Percy Fitzpatrick's victory dwarfed the other 
lights, but an excellent contest took place between Mr. E. Chappell 
And Mr, A. Johnston, resulting in the return of the latter in the 
Nationalist-Het Volk interest. Labour secured one seat, the Berea 
•di\'ision, in which the Jjabour candidate received the support of the 
Progressive Association. 

The contests in the country seats were generally speaking most 
•one-sided, and with the exception of the success of Mr. K. K. Loveday 
«t Barberton resulted in a sweeping Het Volk victory. Out of the 26 
seats 19 were contested, but with the above exception only one good 
fight was put up by the Independent candidates, in North Lydenburg, 
where Mr. Glynn, of Sabie, who only arrived back from England some 
ten days before the polling day, managed to get within 151 votes of 
his Het Volk opponent, who had been in the field for some considerable 
time. The results of the contests in the country districts bear tribute 
•to the excellent work done by the Boer leaders during the last few 
years, and show the great strength of the Het Volk organisation. 

The loss of several of the Johannesburg seats to the Progressive 
•cause can be attributed to a wave of anti-capitalism which swept the 
<;ountry on account of the severe depression under which the country 
has suffered during the last few years. Every etlbrt was made by the 
Nationlist-Het Volk-Labour parties to foster this feeling, and to 
connect the Progressive Association with the big mining houses. 

Another feature which marked the election was the wretched 
.manner in which the voters' roll had been compiled, and as the roll 
was some two years old, the numbers of removals from district to 
■district, and in many cases out of the cMjuutry, am<;antod in some 
•cases to over 50 per cent. All parties made vigorous cHbrts to trace 
the removals, and the percentage of voters wl\o voted on the Wit- 
watersrand, which amounted to 65 per cent., bears testimony to those 
•effoHs. In the country districts, where the i){)pulalion are mostly 
•engaged in agricultural pursuits, and are fai- more settled, the percentage 
-of voters who went to the poll was 73 per cent.

vote. This was due to tlic aiction of the leader of the Nationalist 
]mrty, Mr. K. V. Sdhimon, who was instrumental in striking off do 
fewer tlian i^OOO voters from the roll on which the allotment of seats 
was ma<i(\ The Witwatcisiand was allotted 34 scats for an electorate 
of r)|,li.")i, giving an average of 1,616 electors for each member; 
Pretoria has nine memhers for an electorate of 13,644, giving an 
average of 1,51 r> . while tiie country districts, ^'ith an electorate 
of .36,710, have '-'6 mcnil>ers, with an average of 1,413. The 
K'and vote is thus worth only seven eighths of the country vote. The 
percentage of voters wljo recorded their votes, when compared with 
the results of the last elections in the Cape Colony and Kngland, bears 
inifavourable roniijarison, as in the Cape Colony H7 per cent, of the 
voteis in the country districts recorded their votes, and in England 
><o per cent. But, in view of the unique conditions which prevailed in 
the 'J'ransvaal, the jwrcentage of the electors who recorded their 
votes is a nuitter for congratulation, and is a happy augiirj^ for the 
future of the Colon v. 

• 

One of the surprises of the election has undoubtedly }>een the 
strength of the Lal)our vote, which, although it only secured the 
return of two candidates, almost secured victory in two or three other 
divisions. It is only fitting that Labour should be represented in the 
new House of Assembly, and the present strength of the Labour 
representation, which only amounts to three, is scarcely representative. 
It is, however, difhcult to understand the alliance, which undoubtedly 
existed in some cases, between the Het Volk, Nationalist and Labour 
parties. The Het Yolk party is distinctly the country party, and their 
members are bv far the most conservative section of the communitv. 
The Independent Labour party, on the other hand, has a pronomiced 
Socialistic leaning, and some of the candidates nominated in their 
interest belong to the extreme Socialistic societies. The Labour party 
was somewhat unfortunate in the selection of candidates, as in tvo 
cases the candidates put forward had no claim whatsoever to stand in 
their interest : I refer to the candidates in the Ophirton and Germistou 
West constituencies. In the former the candidate had taken little if 
any interest in the cause of Labour prior to the elections, and in the 
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latter the candidate could not by any stretch of the imagination be 
termed a true Labour candidate. The two members who were returned, 
Messrs. Peter Whiteside and H. W. Sampson, have both played an 
important part in Labour circles for some years past and are certainly 
well fitted to represent their party in the House of Assembly. Owing 
to the election of General Beyers as the first Speaker a bye-election 
took place in the Waterberg Division during May. The candidate put 
forward by Het Volk, Mr. Granville Nicholson, was not by any means 
a popular choice, as a big section of the members of Het Yolk wished 
to nominate Mr. Yon Brandis, who resides at A\ arm baths. The Head 
Committee were obliged to step in and a trial vote of Het Volk 
members was held, by which Mr. Nicholson secured a small majority 
over his opponent, Mr. Nicholson receiving the support of the party. 
The Independent candidate, Mr. Tamsen, who was defeated by 
Mr. Beyers, again came forward, but although the Het Volk majority 
was not as big as in the General Election, they retained the seat by a 
majority of 369. The representation in the House of Assembly is 
therefore unaltered. 

Three election petitions were lodged after the elections against the 
return of Mr. Harry Solomon for Ferreira, Mr. Herbert Briggs for 
Ophirton, and Sir Percy Fitzpatrick for South Central Pretoria. The 
Urst petition, against the return of Mr. Harry Solomon, was withdrawn ; 
that against the return of Mr. Briggs, in which his opponent, Mr. H. 
A. Reid, who stood in the Labour interest, claimed the seat, was 
<lismissed with costs. The petition against the return of Sir Percy 
Fitzpatrick created great interest, and a most determined effort was 
made by a section of his opponents to unseat him. The petition was 
lodged by one Visser, but it is common knowledge that a much bigger 
influence was behind the scenes. The hearing of the petition, which 
occupied three days, resulted in its dismissal with costs against Visser. 
Mr. Esselen conducted the prosecution, and Mr. J. W. Leonard, K.C., 
and Mr. A. E. Balfour the defence. The judgment, which was of some 
considerable length, laid stress on the imperfections of the Elections 
Ordinance, and the Chief Justice expressed his opinion that it recjuired 
immediate amendment.

Mr. Hugh Crawford is the financial manager for Messrs. Lewis 
and Marks, and has resided in Pretoria for many years past. He was 
at one time in the Standard Bank, and was manager of their 
Lydenburg branch some twenty-five years ago, and afterwards was 
joint manager of the . Kimberley branch. He joined Mr. Samuel 
Marks some twenty years ago. He is a director of the National Bank 
and has been a member of several Government Commissions. He 
was appointed President of the Council by His Excellency the 
Governor. 



The Late Hon. W. GRANT, M.L.C. 

Mr. W. Grant, who died on 5th June, 1907, was a recognised 
authority on native affairs. Prior to the year 1856 he spent some 
time in Zululand, and for many years subsequently he was largely 
engaged in the cultivation of sugar in Natal. He took a deep 
interest in the British invasion of Zululand in 1879, and after the 
Isandhlwana disaster he was asked by General Lord Chelmsford to be- 
come the head of his intelligence department, but he was unable 
to comply with the request. In 1883 he accepted the position of 
adviser and counsellor to the Zulu nation, and in 1890 he came 
to the Transvaal as representative of Messrs. Nobel's interests in 
connection with the Dynamite Concession. In 1893 he was appointed 
Native Labour Commissioner to the Witwatersrand Chamber of 
Mines, and up to the early part of 1897 was occupied in initiating 
and organising a supply of native labour for the mines. 



The Hon. R. FEETHAM, M.L.C. 

Mr. Feetham was born in Monmouthshire in 1874, and educated 
at Marlborough College and New College, Oxford. He was called 
to the bar in 1899, and came out to South Africa, where he was 
appointed as Deputy-Town Clerk of Johannesburg in 1902, and 
Town Clerk in 190^. He held the latter position until April, 1905, 
when he resigned in order to practise at the bar. His work as 
Town Clerk was marked by its thoroughness, and his nomination 
to the Legislative Council is a fitting tribute to his ability.

-A. S. RAITT, 




Mb. Kaitt was born in Scotland in 1867, and was educated at the- 
Perth Academy and University College, Dundee, He took up 
engineering, and came out to South Africa in 1890, arriving on 
the Rand in 1891. He has always taken an active part in political 
movements, and was a member of the National Union, South African 
League of Uitlanders Council, prior to the war. During the war 
he served in the B.M.L, and afterwards with the Royal Engineers. 
In 1902 he was appointed a member of the first Town Council, and 
in 1903 was nominated as a member of the Legislative Council, 
in which connection he did splendid work. He takes a big interest 
in the Amalgamated Society of Engineers, and until recently was 
an office-bearer of that body. He is a fitting represent at ire in the 
Council of the labour interests.

After the war 
he went down to the Cajie, and was Lia/^tt^Ml as a ea]»tain in the 
Cape Mounted Infantry, h;'inir stat iom.'*! in Kast (lri(iuahind. He 
was one of the pioneers in tlie Parlu'rton I'ush in tlic early part of 
1886, and whilst in that district oai-nrd a irreat nam.' as a walker, 
covering long discanees always on foot. Then hr eame down to the 
Witwatersrand when the first rush eonnneneed, l)ut after staying 
here for several years his adventurous spirit took him north, and 
he spent some years in Khodesia, and also north of the Zambesi. 
His connection with the Reform movement in 1895 is too well 
linown to need repetition ; but his decision not to accept release on 
the Boer terms, in which he had Major Karri Davies as a com- 
panion, resulted in liis detention in gaol until Jubilee Day, 1897. 
After his release he proceeded to England, and then returned to 
Rhodesia, wdiere he was living when the rumours of the great Boer 
war reached him.

He was afterwards 
knighted, receiving the K.C.B. and also the rank of full colonel in 
the British Armv. He has taken part in everv native war since he 
was able to carrv a rifle.. He contested. Parktown division in the 
recent election, and gained one of the most notable victories of the 
campaign. He is a born fighter, and always ready to serve his 
<jountry. In private life he is one of the most unassuming of men.
